Ready to rock? Development plan would allow up to 22,000 spectators at Charter One Pavilion

The concert pavilion at Northerly Island may 
expand this summer with new lawn seating 
that could hold up to 22,000 people. 

Under the proposal by the Chicago Park 
District, 5.9 acres of land by the Charter One 
Pavilion would be reconfigured to feature 
lawn-style seating and additional trees. Plans 
also include increasing the seasonal venue’s 
fixed seating from 8,000 to 8,600, according 
to an agenda for the city’s Plan Commission. 

“No global city in the world has this oppor- 
tunity to have lawn seating in a nature area out 
on the water in a vibrant, major downtown 
area with a world-class skyline as a backdrop,” 
said Bob O’Neill, president of the Grant Park 
Conservancy and Advisory Council. 

The Plan Commission is set to meet at 
I p.m. Thursday at City Hall to vote on the 
$3 million project. If approved, the landscap- 
ing project, funded partially by Live Nation 
entertainment company would start in the 
spring, said Bob Foster, a senior project man- 
ager for the Park District. 

The Park District anticipates dou-

bling its revenue in ticket sales to $2 mil- 
lion with the increased seating, O’Neill said. 
That money would support the park’s nature 
programs and may go toward new projects, 
such as building a pedestrian-bicyclist bridge 
across Burnham Harbor toward the southern 
end of Northerly Island, he added. 

The lawn-seating area would double as rec- 
reational space for park patrons and would 
only be used for two events this summer as 
Park District officials experiment with the 
reconfigured space, Foster and O’Neill said. 

“It’s better to start small and see what hap- 
pens and how it goes over, especially when 
it’s a new concept,” O’Neill said. “Because it’s 
outdoors and it’s a park, you have to test it.” 

This month marks 10 years since former 


Mayor Richard M. Daley ordered crews to 
bulldoze the runway at Meigs Field airport 
on Northerly Island, paving the way for the 
91-acre peninsula to be converted into a na- 
ture sanctuary 

As part of the expansion. Park District of- 
ficials plan to place more speakers in the area 


to improve sound and construct a temporary 
fence around the lawn perimeter for the events. 

They will not, however, build a new park- 
ing structure to accommodate the increase in 
visitors— instead encouraging concertgoers 
to bike, take public transit or park at nearby 
lots like the one in Soldier Field.

Alissa Conaty will go hungry before her cats 

do. 

It’s not an exaggeration, she says. Some 
weeks, she eats ramen noodles so she can 
spring for more expensive organic food for 
her two cats. Widget and Katie. The Rogers 
Park resident has turned down apartments 
with amenities she wanted in order to find 
places that accommodate multiple cats that 
have not been declawed. Her cats are her “fur 
babies,” and she’s not about to cut back on 
spending to spoil them. 

“It’s not like I have a budget for them,” said 
Conaty 37. “If I did, I would look at the num- 
ber and say, ‘Holy crap.’ ” 

Her trips to the pet store rarely end with 
just the basics. She’ll head for the food aisle 
and see some toys on display Before she 
knows it, she says, she’ll have a new outfit, 
a different scratching post or a fresh catnip 
mouse to bring home. In all, Conaty says she 
spends at least an extra $20 to $30 a month in 
extras for her cats. 

“With my cats, there is no control over my 
impulse purchases,” she said. 

Despite headlines about a crummy econo- 
my and tightening wallets, Conaty isn’t ready 
for her pets to feel the pinch, and neither is 
the rest of the country Americans spent more 
than ever on their pets last year— an esti- 
mated $52.8 billion, up from $50.9 billion the 
previous year— according to the American 
Pet Products Association. Even through the 
recession, the industry has seen spending in- 
crease every year since 1994, and Chicago pet 


boutique owners say they’ve seen the same 
trend. When it comes to the bottom line, 
many pet owners are willing to put Fido and 
Mittens near the top. 

“Our business has been better than ever; 
this December has been the busiest ever, and 
we’ve been here nine years,” said Bruce Haas, 
co-owner of Tails in the City a dog boutique 
in the Gold Coast. “2012 was our best year 
ever as well.” 

What is it that has kept pet owners spend- 
ing, even through the recession? For one, 
Haas said, pets are being considered family 
members more than property Pet product 
makers also have placed an emphasis on fash- 
ion. Fall and spring fashion lines, concepts 
once reserved for those on two legs, now have 
gone to the dogs. 

“We sell tons and tons of cashmere sweat- 
ers that retail for $120,” he said. “We hear it 
all the time: ‘I spent more on this coat for my 
dog than I spent on my own.’ ” 

In some cases, the clothing can be a neces- 
sity, says Fane Boron, owner of Pocket Pup- 
pies boutique in Fincoln Park. The shop spe- 
cializes in teacup-sized breeds, which Boron 
said need to bundle up for cold weather. It 
also sells North Face jackets and other items 
that mimic designer clothing. 

“In Chicago it’s not just lavishing your pet. 
A lot of dogs need jackets and sweaters in this 
weather,” he said. 

And it’s not just dress-up. Haas said 
some of the best sellers in his store 
are parodies of luxury items. 

“It’s that trend of, ‘I have 


an iPad, I want my dog to have one too.’ It’s 
tongue-in-cheek,” he said of stuffed knock- 
offs of human luxury items, best-sellers in 
his shop. “I carry a Fouis Vuitton, my dog 
has a chewy version. I drink Ketel One, my 
dog plays with Kennel One. It’s an affordable 
luxury for people, it makes them feel good. 
You’re not going to go to Neiman Marcus 
and spend $2,000 to $3,000 as much as you 
used to. But you come here and spend $200 
to $300 and {customers} feel good when the 
economy isn’t so great.” 

Stephanie Bogovich, 24, of 
Printers Row, echoed that 
sentiment as she and her 
husband shopped at 
Tails in the City on 
a recent Saturday

afternoon. She said instead of spending hun- 
dreds on herself, it makes her just as happy 
to buy a new toy here or treat there for her 
4-month-old puppy Zoe, a Yorkie and Bichon 
mix. 

“It’s a little splurge without having to be 
ridiculous on yourself,” she said. “In the last 
four months we’ve probably spent $100 a 
month [on extra accessories}. For a young 
couple, $25 isn’t going to get you much. For 
the dog, it’s some booties and treats.” 

Conaty said it’s the constant and immedi- 
ate feedback of buying a new toy wholesome 
food or a cute outfit for her cats that keeps 
her wallet open, even when she’s not 
treating herself 

“They are always here; most of the 
time they let me pick them up and 
hug them,” she said. “If I’m looking at 
luxuries I am eliminating for myself. 
I’m looking at things that aren’t as 
constant.”

Each of the divers will be judged by Lon- 
don Olympic U.S. Gold medalist David 
Boudia and Australian Olympic athlete and 
USA Dive Team director Steve Foley. 

Louganis isn’t kidding when he talks about 
the Zen nature of his role. 

“It’s almost like diving becomes a meta- 
phor for facing your fears, facing your chal- 
lenges. It’s more about the journey It’s not so 
much about the technique,” Louganis said. 

If anyone understands facing challenges, 
it’s Louganis. He missed a chance in 1980 to 
compete at the Olympics in Moscow when 
America boycotted the games, but com- 
peted in the 1984 and 1988 Olympic Games 
on both the springboard and platform. He’s 
won four golds and one silver medal and 
dominated diving in the ’80s. 

The world changed for him in the 1988 
Seoul Olympics, when he hit his head on the 
springboard during a preliminary round.

Simon Cowell heads 
to YouT ube for talent

Talent show guru Simon Cowell is taking his 
popular TV formula to find new stars seeking 
fast fame to YouTube, joining a growing trend 
of companies using the Internet to bypass tra- 
ditional broadcasters. 

CoweU, the mastermind behind global 
TV franchises “The X Factor” and Got 
Talent,” unveiled plans Monday for the first 
global audition channel, called The You Gen- 
eration, that will be launched in 26 countries 
Wednesday 

Syco Entertainment, Cowell’s joint venture 
with Sony Music, said it had teamed up with 
YouTube to run 26 semimonthly contests 
over the next year to give people the chance 
to upload audition videos showing their skills 
and win a cash prize. 

“Our mission is to discover the world’s next 
big YouTube stars and showcase their amaz- 
ing and unique talents on The You Genera- 
tion channel,” they said in a joint statement. 

YouTube has become a new way to uncover 
talent, most notably launching the career of 
Canadian teen pop star Justin Bieber. 

Organizers of the new Y)uTube channel 
said wannabe stars can upload videos in a list 
of categories, from makeup artists to style gu- 
rus, chefs to vocalists, adding that all submis- 


sions would be judged by Syco executives and 
relevant experts. 

Every two weeks a winner will get a cash 
prize and become a finalist to win “an amazing 
grand prize.” No further details were available 
about the prizes. 

The YouTube star search comes after Cow- 
ell has seen ratings of some of his shows start 
to slide and acknowledged that more people 
were consuming content on demand via You- 
Tube, with this trend being fuelled by Inter- 
net-connected TVs. He is joining a growing 
band of companies heading straight to the In- 
ternet to entertain people as video streaming 
technology makes watching videos on laptops 
and mobile devices as easy as flicking on a TV 
set. 

Amazon.com, YouTube, Yahoo and Micro- 
soft are setting up shop in Hollywood to pro- 
duce or license their own series. Video service 
Netflix spent $100 million making “House of 
Cards” starring Oscar-winner Kevin Spacey
